REPORT. 



General Treasurer's Office, 

Providence, R. I., January 1, 1914. 

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 19, Chap- 
ter 43 of thie General Laws of Rhode Island, 1909, a 
detailed statement is submitted herewith of the receipts 
and disbursements of the treasury department for the 
year ending December 31, 1913. 

For several years the reports of the General Treasurer 
have clearly pointed out that the income of the State was 
insufficient to properly conduct its affairs. 

Never has lack of revenue been more apparent than at 
this time. Never has it been so embarrassing and as 
difficult for the General Treasurer to meet the payments 
for fixed charges and special appropriations, and never 
has this condition caused as much inconvenience to the 
departments and to individuals depending upon appro- 
priations made for their use. 

It would seem in making appropriations, that little 
regard is paid to current receipts, relying upon the un- 
expended balances of special appropriations to meet the 
excess of regular and dependable receipts. While it has, 
at times, been possible to pursue this course and carry 
the State through the year without serious inconvenience, 
it is unwise and unsafe, as the unexpended balances as 
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long as they remain on the books of the treasury depart- 
ment are a direct charge to the State and are subject at 
all times to draft. 

The unpaid bills of 1913, considerable in amount, will 
appear later in this report and can only be paid from the 
receipts of 1914. 

There has been a gradual increase in current receipts 
for the past six years, but not in a corresponding ratio with, 
fixed charges, as will appear from the table below :

The fixed charges of 1914 will exceed those of 1913, 
as the cost of preparing, printing and advertising $250,000 
Harbor Improvement, $300,000 Metropolitan Park, and 
$1,225,000 State Institutions bonds, with interest charges, 
and sinking fund requirements amounting nearly to 
$100,000, must be provided for 

The following statement gives a liberal estimate of 
cuirent receipts for the coming year, and the fixed charges 
and probable expenditures the treasury will have to meet :

The item of cash in bank in the above statement in- 
cludes $15,400 in special account to meet interest on 
State House Construction Loan bonds, due January 1, 
1914, and, therefore, the State begins the business of 
the year with practically less than $400 available cash. 

It is evident the present financial condition cannot be 
continued indefinitely. There must be an increase in 
current receipts or a decrease in appropriations if the 
State is to administer its affairs to the convenience and 
satisfaction of the public and maintain its credit. 

To meet the appropriations that must be made, and the 
appropriations that may be made under existing laws 
and such others as the public have a right to expect and 
demand, a dependable income of $3,500,000 is absolutely 
needed. 

Unexpended Balances, Special Appropriations. 

On the books of the treasury department, are a number 
of open accounts representing various sums of unexpended 
balances of special appropriations. The objects for which 
these appropriations were made have long since been 
accomplished, and the General Treasurer finds no authority 
under existing laws, whereby he may close such accounts. 
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It is, therefore, suggested, an act be passed giving the 
General Treasurer authority to recover into the treasury,, 
the unexpended balances of special appropriations where 
no payments have been made for a period of two years. 

Uniform Dates for Valuation of Property. 

My experience of the past year in obtaining prompt 
returns of valuations of taxable property of the several 
towns and cities for assessment of the state tax, prompts 
me to quote from my report of last year : 

^^A uniform date for the valuation of property and 
assessment of taxes seems desirable. Valuations are now 
made by cities and towns from March to December. 
Even those made in March, April and May often failed 
to be filed with the General Treasurer in time for the 
semi-annual assessment of the State tax due June 15th, 
necessitating the assessment on a previous valuation, 
and an adjustment of the true amount due the State 
when returns are finally rendered.'' 

If all valuations could be made not later than April 1st,, 
and filed not later than June 1st, it would simplify the 
collection of the tax and make a dependable receipt to 
the treasury which is greatly needed at that time in the 
year. 

Savings Bank Deposits. 

The operation of the law, Chapter 1590, Public Laws,. 
1908, as amended by Chapter 404, Public Laws of Rhode 
Island, 1909, requiring the transfer to the State treasury 
of deposits in savings banks, that have been unclaimed for 
twenty or more years, has proven unsatisfactory when the 
claimant reappears and demands the payment of his 
account. He may have a book evidencing his claim, 
present undoubted proof of his identity, but before he can 
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be paid by the General Treasurer he must institute 
equity proceedings in the Superior Court to validate his 
claim. This requires the services of, and the expense of, 
an attorney. Many of these claims are small in amount, 
and in view of the expense are frequently abandoned. 

Why should a claimant of a deposit in a savings bank 
in active operation be put to greater trouble, incon- 
venience and expense than he would be if his claim was in 
a savings bank in liquidation? 

The law in relation to savings banks in liquidation is 
in part as follows: 

Chapter 234, Section 4 ''and any 

person claiming such dividend shall be entitled to the 
payment of such funds deposited in the General Treasury 
as aforesaid on producing satisfactory evidence to the 
General Treasurer of the validity of his claim." 

Acting under the provisions of Sections 17 and 18, 
General Laws of 1909, I report the Town of West Green- 
wich has failed to pay the semi-annual State tax due June 
15th, 1913, amounting to $173.05; also, the semi-annual 
tax due December 15th, 1913, amounting to $177.55. 

There is due from the old Town of Warwick, the State 
tax from June 15th, 1913, to November 4th, 1913, amount- 
ing to $9,677.32. It is understood, however, that arrange- 
ments have been made for payment at an early date. 

A detailed statement of the State House, Armory, 
Highway, Metropolitan Park, Penal and Reformatory 
Institutions and Harbor Improvement Sinking Funds; 
the Permanent School Fund, Touro Jewish Synagogue 
Fund, the Land Grant Fund of 1862, and a list of unpaid 
bills, due in 1913, is attached hereto. 

In the appendix may be found a statement of the 
receipts and payments of the Hunters ' License Fund, the 
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Ust of deposits by sundry trust and insurance companies, 
the valuation of cities and towns for 1913, and a list of 
the sources of revenue and the amounts derived from each.

STATE TAX. 

Chapter 769, Public Laws, Section 34. — ^A tax of nine cents on each one 
hundred dollars of the ratable property of the several towns as herein set forth 
shall be annually assessed, collected, and paid by the several towns to the Gen- 
eral Treasurer. After the year 1905, the valuation of the several towns and cities 
as fixed by the assessors of the said towns and cities, respectively, at the assess- 
ment of taxes in said towns and cities, respectively, next preceding the respective 
times of payment of the state tax to the General Treasurer shall be the basis of 
the tax provided for by Section 34 of Chapter 769 of the PubUc Laws. Pay- 
ments due June 15 and December 15.

FOREIGN INSURANCE AND SURETY COMPANIES. 

Chapter 769, Section 36. — ^Every agent of an insurance company and every 
agent of a surety company not incorporated by this State, doing business or 
residing herein, shall, during the month of January in every year, make returns 
to the General Treasurer, in such form as he may prescribe, of the amount insured 
or procured to be insured by him, and by his sub-agents in this State, during the 
year ending on the thirty-first day of December next preceding, and of the 
amoimt of premiums received, and assessments collected during the said period 
by such company or any of its agents or sub-agents within this State, or from 
any person or persons residing therein; and every such agent of a mutual insurance 
company, and of a mutual surety company, shall at the same time pay to the 
General Treasurer a tax of one per centum, and every such agent of every 
other insurance company, and of every other surety company shall at the same 
time pay a tax of two per centum on the amount of such premiums and assess- 
ments.

FOREIGN BUILDING-LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

Chapter 228, Section 6. — Every building-loan association admitted to do 
business under the provisions of this chapter shall before the first day of Feb- 
ruary in each year pay a tax to the General Treasurer of this State equal to one- 
fourth of one per centum on the amount of the capital actually paid in to Decem- 
ber thirty-first of the preceding year, from residents of this State, less the amoimt 
of all certificates withdrawn, and less, also, the amount of its outstanding loans 
secured by its shares pledged by residents of this State; and said building-loan 
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association and its shares shall be exempt from payment of any other tax what- 
soever, except it shall be assessed for and pay a tax on all real estate acquired in 
this State in the course of its business.

SUPREME AND SUPERIOR COURTS. 

Chapter 44, Section 16. — The clerk of the supreme court, and the clerks 
of the superior court, shall respectively within twenty days after the fifteenth 
day of February, May, August, and November in each year, in the county of 
Providence, render a true and particular account to the State Auditor of all 
fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed or declared forfeit, and of all recogniz- 
ances defaulted, and of all judgments rendered in favor of the State or of any 
officer for the benefit of the State, during such preceding quarter, also copies- 
of all bills of costs taxed and actually paid, in whole or in part, in criminal prose- 
cutions, or in any other case in which the State or the General Treasurer may 
be a party; also copies of all allowances for extraordinary and incidental services 
and expenses, and also of all moneys belonging to the State received by him 
from any source whatever; which account shall be accompanied by a certificate 
from one of the justices of the respective courts, verifying the same, and specifying, 
therein the number of cases tried or open to the jury and the amount of fines- 
imposed for non-attendance of jurors.

Chapter 44, Section 27. — And clerks of district courts shall as often as 
once in three months render a like account to the State Auditor.

— No corporation other than a corporation for re- 
ligious, literary, or charitable purposes, or a military or fire company, shall be 
organized under a charter granted by special act of the General Assembly, until 
the petitioners for the same shaU pay into the general treasury for the use of the 
State one hundred dollars, and in addition one-tenth of one per centum upon any 
amount of capital stock exceeding one hundred thousand dollars authorized by 
such charter; and every corporation which shall increase its capital stock shall 
pay into the general treasury, for the use of the State, one-tenth of one per cen- 
tum upon such increase; and the Secretary of State shall not issue a certified 
copy of any act creating such corporation, or providing for such increase of capi- 
tal stock, until he shall receive the certificate of the General Treasurer to the 
effect that the sum so required has been paid.

TOWN COUNCILS, LICENSES. 

Chapter 125, Section 9. — . . . and he shall also pay for such hcenses 
to the town or city treasurer the sum hereinafter named, three-fourths thereof

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and may grant and issue a license for offering for sale and for selling, as a hawker 
and peddler, any other goods, wares, and merchandise whatsoever, except as 
hereinafter provided, for the State or any of the counties, upon the payment to 
the General Treasurer for the use of the State of the following sums: sixty dollars 
for a hcense for the State for one year from the date of the Ucense, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars for 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
doUars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of Providence for three months from the date of the li- 
cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the pajrment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

MANUFACTURING, MERCANTILE AND MISCELLANEOUS COR- 
PORATIONS. 

Chapter 769, Section 9, Public Laws. — ^Every corporation and joint stock 
company or association, wherever incorporated, carrying on business for profit 
in this State, all hereinafter referred to imder the term corporation (except trust 
companies, banks or savings banks existing under the laws of this State or the 
United States) shall pay an annual tax to the State upon its corporate excess at 
the rate of forty cents on each one hundred dollars thereof.

PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 

Chapter 769, Section 25, Public Laws. — Every express corporation carrying 
on its business on steamboats, steam or electric railroads or street railways; every 
corporation the principal business of which is a steamboat or ferry boat business 
as a common carrier; every common carrier steam or electric railroad corporation ; 
every street railway corporation; every common carrier dining, sleeping chair or 
parlor car corporation; every public service telegraph, cable or telephone cor- 
poration; every corporation, the principal business of which is manufacturing, 
selling and distributing to the public illuminating or heating gas, water, or currents 
of electricity to be used for light, heat or motive power; carrying on business for 
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profit in this State, shall pay an annual tax to the State upon the gross earnings 
from its operation in this State.

BANKS AND TRUST COMPANIES. 

Chapter 769, Section 21, Public Laws. — ^All the shares of stock of any trust 
company or bank existing imder the laws of this State (but not including savings 
banks), or banking associations organized under the laws of the United States and 
located within this State, shall be annually assessed to the owners thereof respec- 
tively by the board of tax commissioners, at their fair cash value, and shall be 
taxed at the uniform rate of forty cents for each one hundred dollars of such assessed 
valuation.

Chapter 769, Section 23, Public Laws. — ^The oysters planted or growing in 
any private oyster ground leased as aforesaid shall, during the continuance of the 
lease, be the personal property of the lessee of such oyster ground.

longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 
.annum.
